Czechoslovakia — and N acvalac 
—denied the U.S. charges and a c ­ 
cused the U nited States of vio­ 
lating the “ h e a d n u a rte rs" a g re e ­ 
ment betw een 
the United S tates 
and the U.N., which establishes 
the special rights and diplom atic 
im m unity 
of 
foreign

A spokesm an for the Czechoslo­ 
vak delegation 
said his g o v ern ­ 
ment would continue to p re ss in 
the U.N. to prove that the U nited 
States had no right to oust N ac­ 
valac.

Ohio To Be Last State To Do Away 
With Prepaid Sales Tax Stamps Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—Ohio is 
just a step aw ay from ending its 
holdout position as the last state 
to use prepaid sales tax stam p s. 
The state S enate passed a sta m p 
elimination bill W ednesday. 22-16. 
It would do aw ay with the sta m p s 
at the close of this year. They 
have been used 
since the Ohio 
sales tax beg an in 1934. 


The House approved the hill 82- 
51 four w eeks earlier. It now goes 
to Gov. M ichael V. DiSalle. 


DiSalle, a D em ocrat, has called 
for elim ination of the sta m p s as 
needless expense. 


During debate, the bill’s b a ck ers 
pointed out that Ohio is the lone 


state am ong 38 with a sales tax 
which still uses stam p s. 
Sen Oliv *r Ocasek, D* S um m it, 
said printing costs in the last year 
a m o u n t e d to about $408,400, 
agents’ 
com m issions 
to $963,745 
and redem ptions by religious and 
c h a n ty organizations (2 per cent 
of the s ta m p s ’ face value) to $3.7 
million. 
M erchants presently get a 2 per 
cont 
discount 
for 
buying 
the 
stam ps before issuing them with 
each sale of 31 
cents or more. 
A ttem pts failed that would have 
deleted or modified a provision in 
the bill giving moi chants a I per 
cent discount for collecting the tax 
and a I per cent bonus for m onthly 


advance p a y m e n ts b ased on esti­ 
m ated sales. 
The bill also restores a 2 per 
cent discount for autom obile deal­ 
ers. elim inated in 1959 w hen the 
legislature reduced the size of the 
stam p s 
and cut the redem ption 
value from 3 to 2 per cent. 
F o r the third day in a row, leg­ 
islators o v erro d e a DiSalle veto. 
In fact, the Senate tried to m ake 
it two in one day, but the House 
refused to go along with the sec­ 
ond attem pt. 
The veto that was overridden 
involved bill allowing the Public 
Utilities C om m ission of Ohio (P U ­ 
CO) to split the cost of railroad 
c r o s s i n g protective equipm ent 


am ong the railroads, political sub­ 
divisions such as cities or villages, 
and the state. In the Senate the 
vote w as 32-6; in the H ouse 92-31. 
But the other attem p t to o v er­ 
ride. on a vetoed bill perm itting 
hunting of ducks and sim ilar m i­ 
gratory waterfowl on Sunday in 
Ohio, failed 73-50 in the House. It 
p assed 30-7 in the S enate. 
While legislators w ere handing 
DiSalle his fourth veto setb ack of 
the session, he handed them his 
ninth veto. It s on an act to cut 
the tax from 2ui cents to l h cents 
on sam p le packs containing live 
cig arettes. The annual reduction 
in revenue to the state w as esti­ 
m ated to be about $60,(KXI.
